Applicant's amendment dated 05/16/2008 has been received and entered. Claims 1-3 and 
5-21 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a liquid 
crystal display of the bend mode comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more 
specifically the optical retardation of the individual A, 0 and C plates of the compensator 
being selected such that the following equations are fiilfiUed 

dA«AnA / drx^AuLc = 0.115 +_ 0.1 

do»A no / dLc«AnLc = 0.129 _+ 0.1 

dc«A nc / dLc»AnLc = 0.245 _+ 0.2 
wherein d is the layer or film thickness, An is the birefiingence, dA»AnA is the retardation of 
the A plate, do«A no is the retardation of the 0 plate, dc»A nc is the retardation of the of the 
negative C plate, and dLc*AnLc is the retardation of the switchable LC cell of the display as set 
forth in claim 1 .
